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CHAPTER 1 
PURPOSE, PROCEDURS, AND SCOPE OF THIS STUDY 


Purpose 
The purpose of thia study is twofold: 

_ (1) To report on the secondary school program of 
Town "A", a town with & population of almost 7,500. ‘The 
term “program” is here used to include both the program 
of studies and the extracurriculer program. There are 
566 pupils in this secondary system, 411 in Sehool 1, a 
junior-senior-high-school, and 155 in School 11, a junior- 
high-school, | 

(2) The writer proposes to offer suggestions for the 
improvement of the secondary school program of Town "A", 
These suggestions will be based a@pon an analysis of the 
writings of authorities on secondary education in comauni- 


ties of about the same size, 


Procedure 
Two main steps have been followed in the solving of 
this problem, As part of the first step, the writer has 
consulted and analyzed several sources of significant data 
from Town "A", These include: 
(1) Twenty-seven inquiry forms which have been filled 
al» 
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out by the sevondary-sehool teachers of Town "A", each 
teacher having filled out a copy of the form, 

(2) Inquiry forms filled out by the two principals 
concerned, 

(3) The Annual Meport of the Superintendent of Schools 
for the year just passed, 

{4) The Annuel Report of the two principals for the 
year just passed, 

(5) The 1944 Annual Report of the Board of Health and 
School Nurse, 

(6) The latest edition of the School Department Manual, 
which contains guiding information to ite steff mombers, 

4s the remaining part of the first step, the writer 
has prepared a list of procedures considered desirable in 
schools of about this size, This list is correlated with 
a suggested program of studies and extracurricular activi-e 
ties which, in the opinion of the writer, incorporate the 
principles sontained in said procedures, 

In the second step of this study the writer has compiled 
sumaarizing data depicting the actual practices followed 
in the program of secondary education in Town "A". These 
data were compiled from the same sources of inforuation as 


mentioned above, 
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Scope 

in the judgement of the writer, the following aspects 
of educational planning must be examined in order to effect 
an adequate treatment of the problem of this study: objec-. 
tives, provision for individual differences, guidance, 
progran of studies, program of extracurricular activities, 
ami teacher preparation, 

Qbliestives.«-- In a democracy such ag ours the doors 
of education are open not only to the select few but to every 
person living therein, regardless of race, creed, color, or 
financial status. Alao under the dictates of democratic 
principles, we hold that the rights of all people are basi- 
oally equal and therefore every child has an equal right 
to the atteiument of his own maximum development physically, 
mentally, and euotionally correlative with hia needs, inte- 
reats, oapacitics, and abilities, Large or small, urban 
or yural, amply or seantily fecilitated, the school has the 
unalterable duty of developing ite charges toe the fullest 
degree possible, ¥ 

According to the report of the iducational Policies 
Commission made in 1956 we find four aspeots of educational

"Each of these is related to each of the others, 
Bach is gapable of further subdivisioa,” 


Further significant comment on these purposes is made 
in the following statements: 


"Jt is not intended that we should think of the 
purposes of education es a field which is now neatly 
Givided into four equal quarter-sections, each of 
which is in turn to be further surveyed and staked 
out inte claims. The classification will be more 
helpful if we think of it as a series of four vantage 
points from which the purposes of education may be - 
studied, the total result being a comprehensive view 
of the whole, In making our reconunalssanes, each 
field of view will be seen to shade imperceptibly 
into the others and into the field ag 4 whole, 

“furthermore, the sehool is only one of the 
many educations] {afluences in these various fields 
of human life. Ite responsibility extends to all 
of these areas, but in some areas the weight of 
education rests on the schools more exclusively 
than in others, The role of the school is espe- 
cially definite in preparing for ‘ic responsibilit 
The school, therefore, must condition, ana concern 
itself with, every paase of civic education, It 
must concern iteelf with loyalty to society as a 
whole rather than to the political sanifes tations 
of society as revealed in any single institution.

ness of the problem in front of it and the methods and 
techniques which have been developed to cope with the pro- 
blem at hand, the individual school hss the full share of 
meeting this responsibility, 

On on a@lieinelusive suale, the National survey of 
Secondary iducation states that 

"From 1 to 244 achools from eaeh State in the 


Union reported the use of homogeneous grouping. 
Nearly a fourth of all sehools using this plan reported

estimated unusual success with it. Homogeneus 
grouping es practiced in the secondary schools gener- 
@lly implies grouping 0 Glass sections, However, 
in some schools of all sizes the term also means 
grouping | the Class section, The use of homoe 
@eneus group and its use with estimated unusual 
success inereasesas the total enrollment increases, 

& much larger percentage of reorganized, than of 
unreorganized, schools is using homogenes groupings 

"Of the 721 schools estimating homogeneus 
grouping to be meeting with unusual suecess all were 
maintaining some special classes and all were experi~ 
overs with some form of the unit actignment. “oree 
over, in the opinion of the principais, unusual success 
was boing obtained by nearly half of these schools 
with special classes for the very capable or atime 
and by nearly nine»tenths with some form of the uni 
assignment." 


On the smaller secondary school soale, the National 
Survey reported the following inform tion: 


, "lnformation on the adaptation of work to 
individual differences was obtained from the selected 
[those reported as doing outstanding work/ schools 
Only. Ail but siz of these schools supplied infoxrm- 
tion on the verious ways and means employed in the © 
adaptation of work to individual differences, The 
date eas given in Tablew=««. indicate that but a rela 
tively smell pereentage of these schools were employing 
any one method and that many of the schools were only 
ocoasionally using the means employed. 

“Methods reported by from 20 per cent to 34 per 
cent of the achools as used occasionally were: Addie 
tionel credit for additional wrk, the unit type of 
instruction, adjustment through number of courses 
carried, provision of additional opportunities for 
superior pupile, special coaching of slow or failing 
pupils, and differentiation of teaching content. An 
opportunity period in the daily program and additional 
eredit for superior work were mentioned, respectively, 
by 12 and 19 per cent of the schools. ine methods — 
reported by the largest percentage of schools a6 
used oecasionally were also reported by the Largest

percentage as being used frequently, but in each 

ease (with the egception of the unit type of instruce 

tion where it remained the same) att a considerably 

emaller percentage of sehoole., “ith the exeeption of 
additional eredit for additionsl work and additional 

credit for superior work, where the reverse was true, 
the percontage of schools reporting the frequent use 

of the several methods of adaptation was greatest in 

the larcer schools," 

It will be noted that this study does not make specific 
mention of homogeneas grouping and special clasees (other 
than “spedial coaching of slow or failing pupile") in the 
eabhove summery quotation. This is indicetive of lesser 
adaptebility in these two procedures to the emeller school 
sitwtion because here we usually find only enough pupils 
for one class section in an individual subject. 

However, the writer agrees with Broady in that even 
the small secondsery school should have a especial period 
within ite program of studies set aside for remedial and 
corrective work in the tools, This class could meet about 
twice a week and would include grades seven and eight in 
One section and grades nine through twelve in enother 
section, 

Pupile needing this correetive work could be excused 
from their regulerly seheduled period on the days set aside 
for it and yet, under the desirable unitetype plan of

Curriculum organization is another guidanee device 
popularly used in the program of studiea, This procedure 
provides the student with a guide ma to the general se~ 
quence of courses which he should enroll in for maximum 
help in meeting his particular needs, interests, aims, 
abilities, and enpacities. The gemersl plan of the verious 
curricula revolve eround the vocational e:*es and courses 
_ offered follow Lie pattern belief as to what wuld be most 
helpful to the students who are expected to pursues them, 
Loosl conditions, including type of community, number and 
type of students, available facilities, and folleweup deta 
on graduates and d@ropeouts, should govern the choice of 
eurricula to be offered in the program of atudies, Neturally, 
modification of course content and teaching practices must 
be used in the various curri¢uia if mximum service is to 
be vendered the students, 

Mang authorities prefer the constante«with-variables 
type of progrem wherein a list of those courses required 
of every pupil for graduation is followed by an expansive 
Ghoice area for elective work, At the goniorehigheschool 
level suggestive curricule in the major areas usually 
appear in the program of studies for guidance purposes, 

Plexibility in the curriculum organization is highly 
desirable to meet the newly erising needs of the studente 
as they progress from year to year, The exploratory 
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experiences given ins elass one year may cive rise to 
new interests and needs in the student and may make new 
Ghoiees of subjects hiehliy desirable. 

Considerable attention has been given to the inclusion 
of a special courae on occupations for everyone in the 
program of the junior-highesechool. ‘The name usualiy given 
to such & course is “Ocoupational Civics" and Koos says! 

"Hhii= there is considerable lack of agreexzent 
as to the exesct nature anc organization of courses 

in the study of occupations, the following topics | 

are frequently found in syliabl deseribing iti the 

value of an education; choosing @ vocation (suggeste 
ing the matching of one's self with opportunity); 
making a start in one's vocation; making progress 

in one’s voeations studies of occupations, To the 

last topie half or more of the time is comoonhy 

devoted." 

The number of periods per week given to this subject 
veries quite widely, but the tendency seems to lise at five 
periods a week for a half year, 

Tas inereasing trend toward greater stress of sociale 
iging-integrative activities (usually found under eaptions 
euch as guidance, assembly, clubs, auditoriua, home room, 
activities) in the school program indicates the important 
guidance function of the extracurrisular program, Fersone 
ality development, building of soelal conselousnesa, assumpe

"Changes in junior-high-school programs since 1952 
have not been studied so systematically as those that 
were observed in the earlier periods, An inspection of 
the programs beine conducted in various leading school 
systems suggests the continuation of trends begun 
earlier, although at present it is not possible to state 
how extensively such trends have continued in junior— 
high-schools generally. Particular trends thet may be 
observed in selected schools include the following: 

(1) the continued development of general courses; (2) 
the development of core courses that are conducted in 
double and sometimes in triple periods;(3) the develop- 
ment of more functional courses related to pupil needs 
and interests; (4) the continued emphasis upon socialize 
ing experiences; (5) the extension of supplementary 
school services such as guidance, provisions for phy- 
Sically handicapped children, and other individualized 
services for all exceptional children; (6) a greater 
recognition and development of extraclass activities; 
(7) a closer articulation between the seventh= and 
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rs gege age courses and those for the ninth grade; 

(8) @ closer articulation between the total juntor- 

pon gp soa program and those of the elementary sehool 

na the senior high sehools and(9) an increasing 

emphasis upon immediate ovtecomes emi values, ae dis~ 

tinguishee from the more remote academic values, 
"Representative of the newer junior~-high-gehool 

program is that which has been developed fa the junior— 

high-s¢hocls of Los Angeles, Calif. This program is 

shown in Table 2y.

“The junior-high-school objectives that ere stated 
in Chapter 1 /to help children of junior-high-school 
age to understand and appreciate themselves in relation 
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to the physical, sconomic, social, and spiritual 

aspects of the world in which they live; and to devee 

lop themselves harmoniously in relation to their 
abilities and needs/ emphesize one thing: the deve- 
lopment of the individual pupil in society. The total 
program of study is designed to serve as the means 
whereby junior-high-school objectives may be realized, 

Theoretically, each subject is organized into units 

of courses that contribute to the development of the 

individual pupils, Today there is a grening uae 
tion of the failure of the traditional subjects to 

meet importent needs of pupils,” 

Going over to the senlor-highe-school picture, the 
writer has prepared an extensive list of findings made by 
Loomis and Lide in the Netional Survey on changes in 152 
programs of study from 1914-1915 to 1950-1931 and from 
1924-1925 to 193081951. Of the several studies included 
in the gomplete monograph this particular one was chosen 
for suamary because it sovered more schools than the 
others and because the size of the cities in which the 
schools studied were located ranged from 2,500 to 20,000 
in populetion. fown "A" falls into this population range, 

The following significant changes were reported: 

1. Between 1924-1925 and 1950-3951 there has been 
an inerease of 21 per cent in the number of schools operate 
ing on the 6«3<3 and the 6«6 types of orgenization.

16. Fow specific courses within any m jor field are 
required ln as many cs half of all program, 
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Adequate date, such as represented in the above 
National Survey, are lacking on the changes which have 
taken place in the senior-hicgh-sehool program of studies 
between 19501951 and today,--just as was mentioned in 
connection with the junior-high-sehool program--but an 
examination of the typical program existing in our systems 
todey will bear witness to the writer's belief that the 
general trend is continuing in the direction 1t was followe 
in in 1951. 

However, the newer idea of the “core currieulwn" in 
the senior-high-sehool is worthy of mention. Here, as wes 
pointed out in the treehent of the junior-high«school 
core course, the central theme of the program of studies 
is to prepare for sooial living and the severe] sub jects 
which lend themselves to presentation as a social study of 
this type are fused into one course, All students are re- 
quired to teke it and in addition are given opportunity to 
individuslize their programe through free election from an 
extensive list of offerings. Much ettention hes been given 
to this type of curriculun seteup in the past few years, 

For another picture of the curriculum in the smaller 
secondary achools, we may turn to the swmary of findings 
made by Ferriss, Gaumitz, and Bramwell, Here they say:

"there are rather clear indications that the 
main body of the curriculum in the smaller secondary 
eohools has remained relatively constant. Gn the 
other hand, there is rather definite indication of 
aome trend toward a curriculum more closely ae 
to the conditions and problems of modern life ang 
toward subjects of a practieal character, This trend 
is shown in the addition of such subjects ap economics, 
problems of demeracy, study of occupations, c@maer« 
gial subjects, agriculture, hone sconomies, ete. A 
lesser trem toon rd the aporecistion subjects is 
indicated by the relatively large number of schools 
that have recently adéed music to the curriculum and 
the smaller number that have added the study of art. 

"In most of the older fields of study in secondary 
eaucation there were but minor differences between the 
two classes of schools in the percentages tht had 
made introductions of the different subjects represent- 
ing those fields, Yowever, ost of the introdis tions 
in mdern lenguages and ma thema ties had been in the 
unselected schools, In the oase of the newer practical 
subjects the seleeted schools had in general much 
more often made introductions than had the unselected 
sehools, A larger porscentage of the unseleoted schools 
hed, however, introduced 411 eommereial subjects, with 
the exception of junior business training, The propore 
tion of selected sohools introducing musie into the 
gurriculua offerings was gonsiderably greater than 
the proportion of unmpeleeted schools, Taken as a 
whole, the data on changes in curriculum offerings show 
a considerably greater tondeney in the selected schools 
than in the unselected schools toward subjects of the 
newer types. Also the selested schools show a Lesser 
tendency than the unselected schools to require specie 
fic subjects of all pupils for graduation," 


Problems peculiar to size are often pointed out es a 
"would-be" gurtailment of the possible offerings to be asde 
by the small secondary field. ‘To meet this problem Broady 
rocomends, among other procedures, to use alternation by

: istrative advices of the prinegipal and the supervisory 
(guiding, not dictating) help of some member, or members, 
of the faculty, The various activities that have been 
chosen are conducted in such manner that is mst feasible 
under existing local conditions to promote socializing 
integration, ‘here is a marked tendency toward inerease 
of pupil interest and particiration in the extracurriculunm, 
mostly dus, probably, to the more effootive methods of con- 
duction that are being introduced. 

A very desirable practice is the aranting of eredit 
for work done in these extraclass aotivitics, but to date 
this has not attained very wide practice, with the excep» 
tion of work in music,

were reported as being used to a greater or less 
extent by from a half to four-fifths of the unselected 
and selected achools, Only two of these newer tesh~ 
niquese-the use of the Librery in eclessroom vork and 
Supervised study+—wore reported by the majority of 
the unselected schools as being used frequently or 
constantly, On the other hand, five of the never 
techniques were reported by the mijority of the 
selected acthoolse es being used frequently or constantly 
included, in acdition to the two mentioned, projects 
in wooational subjects, field tripe in yvooetionsal suhe 
jects and the problem method, 

"Or greater sicnificence then the methods used, 
perhaps, are those reported as being wed with unusual

“Although the data reported indicate that the 
majority of the smaller secondery schools are making 
frequent or constant use of a fer only of the newer 
techniques of instruction, there still exists in those 
schools the problem of modernizing the methods, At the 
seme time there is evident an encournzing trend toward 
the newer practices, especially in the selected schools, 
Supervised study, use of the library, use of tho project 
and the problem, and the socialized classroom procedures 
have been edopted in general practice by a significantly 
large proportion of the scheols, ‘The lonseunit assignee 
ment in one form or enother hes also reeeived considere 
able attention, particulerly in the selected schools, 
Among the selLeeted echcols es « clees larrcer propore 
tions ere using different newer techniques than smong 
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37 
the unselected schools, and in both classes of echools 
the smaller schools sre less ahaa ar arai cing the 
newer techniques than the lurger schoo 
There is « decided need in the teaching profession as 
@ whole to become more conscious of, ang more active in, the 
matter of professional growth, porticularly through 
additionel study. 

Outside the realm of individuel initiative, however, 


this problem is ore of administration and supervision.

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Rach student at «-——Junioresentor-illcheSchool must 
teke all the subjects listed below es "“Kequired.* These 
Gourses have been so organized es to meat the general 
needs of every wember of our student-body, these needs | 
being o knowledge of one's self, a desirable pattern of 
living ith others happily, an understunuding of the wrild 
in which we live, and a sense of oivie responsibility. 


Health Activities are reyulred every year for everyone, 
They consist of playground and gyanasiwa activities for 
physical fitness, and classwork for the study and develope 
ment of sound health principles aud practices. Ina Grades 
7, 8, and 9 Health Activities consist mainly of supervised 
plays with some somaeee given over to guidanee in good 
health habits, In the upper three gradeg the schedule of 
Health Activities centerg wround the following for both 
boys and girls: Grade 10 « biology and physical education; 
Grade il « nutrition, public health, and physical educations 
Grade 12 « home nursing (girls), first aid {boys), and phye 
gical edueation. In @i11 three years, physical education 
gives more importance to physical fitness and the individaal 
aports which are ost apt to be followed in after-school 
life.

If it is shown that he 
needs more specialized training, this will be offered him

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CHAPTER IT 
SUMMARY OF DATA ON THE SECONDARY SCHOOL PROGR AM 
OF TOWN "A" 


Source of datas-- The following conditions 
summarizing the practices adhered to in the secondary 
program of Town “A" have been gathered from these sources: 
{1) The 1944 Annual Report of the Superintendent of Schools 
in Town "Aa", (2) The 1944 annual reports of the two prin- 
Gipals involved, (3) The 1944 Annual Report of the Board 
of Health and School Nurse, (4) The School Department 
Manual, (6) Inquiry form filled out by both principals 
involved, and (6) Inquiry form filled out by each of the 
twenty-seven teachers in the secondary program of Town ma", 

Attention is specifically called to the fact that 
the annual reports consulted for much of the information 
presented here are those for the year ending December 31, 
1944, at which time the exigencies of war were still 
darkiy outlined on the horizon. This accounts for the 
stress that will be found at times on objectives and acti- 
vities that reflect the demands of a state of national 
emergency. the last two mentioned sources, nemely (5) and 
(6), were filled out in the early part of the present 
achoo] year, 1945-1946. 
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Qbjestivess-- fo express one’s objectives and to 
attain one's objectives are two entirely different 
matters, However, the following quotations are included 
here with the intention of acquainting the reader, at 
least superficially, with the general “tone” of the 
educational leaders of Town "a", 

From the superintendent's report: 


"The final day when we can at last say, 
"The war is over,” still seems to be quite some 
time in the future, However, in the years to 
follow vietory in addition to the rehabilitation 
of cur returning veterans, in which schools and 
colleges will take a prominent part, education 
that will receive considerable attention is thet 
of health training. The large number of rejections 
by the army on account of physical defects seems 
to make it Imperative that some extensive modifi- 
cations be made. Apparently, too, there is likely 
to be greater emphasis upon various kinds of visual 
aids to education." 


From the report of the principal of Sehool I 
{ jJunior-senior-highesehool ): 


"fhe subjects offered in the curriculum are 
similar to those of the past. ‘Slightly different 
emphasis is placed on the materials offered in some 
eubjects. For exemple, the Army and Navy have re- 
quested, through their Pre-Induction Training plan, 
that emphasis be given to 
(1) Physical Fitness 
(2) Mathematical Skills 
{3) Knowledge of and Ability to apply Scientific

"Each subject taught ean be related to one or 
more of these objectives, Sy rearrangement more 
time can be given to those parts of « sourse which 
Will help prepare the boys and girls for immediate 
Gemands of war, Physical development, skill in 
science and mathematics, and a better working knowl- 
edge of snglish, History, and Geography are 611 the 
requisites of the well trained soldier, Uo spevial 
course in aeronautics is now being given due to low 
registration and the lessening demand for boys for 
the 4ir Corps. However, those interested in Mviga- 
tion and “eather have been given special lessons of 
instruction. 

"In the trend of emphasis on preparation of the 
youth to meet war demands our courses in college and 
commercial subjects have not been neglected. “e are 
still preparing girls and boys who plan to follow a 
college course in the future to meet hich ecollece 
entrance requirements, 

"Qur commercial girls are prepared for business 
jobs and some already are working part-time under a 
cooperative plan established with several offices in 
owen/large industrial eity nearby/. 

"The amount of time for Physical Mducation for 
boys was inereased in the upper classes so thet every 
Senior and Junior boy has at least two periods of 
instruction each week, Only the serious handicap of 
proper facilitics keeps us from developing a better 
Physical Zd@ucation Program,"
